Illiterate Voters Said Not to 
Have Been Required to Make 
Necessary Oath. 











That judges of election, contrary to 
law, went into booths. with illiterate 
voterg in the second precinct of the 
Fifth Ward, last election day, was 
testified Thursday at the hearing in the 
contest of Michael J. Gill, Democrat, 
against Leénidas C. Dyer, Republican, 
for a seat in Congress from the Twelfth 


District of Missouri. 

Dyer, on the face of the returns, car- 
ried the district by more than 700 pliu- 
rality. Gill's attorneys declare many 
of Dyer's votes were cast illegally, 
and have shown, at past hearings, evi- 
dences of irregularities at different 
polling places tn the Fifth Ward. 

Election Judge ‘Witness. 

Jacob Wehrle testifiea the judges 
went into the booths with the illiterate 
voters of the second precinct. Wehrle, 
who lives at 418 Lucas avenue, said he 
was sworn in as a Republican judge at 
that polling place to fill a vacancy. 

Wehrle said many persons, asserting 
that they were unable to read and 
write, came to the polling place and 
asked the judges for help in making 
out their ballots. Daniel F. Morrissey 
and a judge named Stark, Wehrle said, 
accompanied the voters to the booths 

None of the ballots of the voters sup- 
posed to be illiterate was made out 
on the judges’ table, Wehrle said. He 
testified also that none of the voters 
who asked for help was asked why he 
could not make out his own ballot. The 
law requires illiterate voters to be put 
under oath as to their inability to, read 
and write. 

The ballot box was on a table about 
six feet from the judges’ table, and was 
in charge of Morrissey, Wehrle said. 

Wehrle described how the ballots 
were. counted. He said there were 142 
+@emocratic ballots, 40 Republican, 4 
18 Progresive. 

“Morrissey took the 142 Demo- 
@ratic ballots, and, without separat- 
ing them, told me to put down 142 
tallies for all candidates until I came 
to Gill's name,” he testified. “He then 
told me to put down 5 votes for Gill 
and 137 for Dyer. 

“J asked him if that was correct 
and he said it was.” 

Wehrle said Morrissey told him to 
put down 7 for Dickmann and 135 
for Kiel, and that he did so. He 
stated that Morrissey did not read 
the names one by one, but just gave 
him the total. 

This record was being made on the 
temporary talley sheet, the witness 
stated. After he had recorded the votes, 
he said, Morrissey suggested to him that 
he probably was tired and volunteered 
to relieve him. He said Morrissey then 
took the talley sheets and did the rest 
of the work. 

Wherle was shown 
sheets of his precinct, which are re- 
quired to be duplicated. One sheet 
showed 199 votes for Dyer and 5 for Gill, 
a total of 204 votes cast. The other 
si-wed 199 for Dyer, 5 for Gill, 18 Pro- 
gressive, and 4 Socialist votes, making 
a total of 226 ballots cast in that, pre-

forbade the reading of the part in 
which she confessed having set the Ber- 
lin Hotel fire, in which three persons 
were burned to death. : 
A long hypothetical question was 
asked by the girl’s lawyer, Richard S. 
Ralph, of Dr. Sidney I. Schwab, the 
only expert witness called by the State. 
In this question he summarized, from 
his standpoint, all that had happened 


to Barbara in connection with the 
charges of burning the Berlin Hotel 
and -attempting to -burn. the. Winder- 
mere. 

Cites “Plying of Accusations.” 
“If a girl of 16 should be suddenly 
accused of crime,”’ he said, ‘‘and threat- 
ened with confinement in the peniten- 
tiary, and should be confronted by a 
man of large stature, a Chief of Detec- 
tives, who sat face to face with her, 
only a few feet away, and for an hour 
plied her with accusations, and then 
called in her employer and for another 
hour continued plying her with accusa- 
tions, saying at teast 40 times that she 
did commit a crime, and was then taken 
to the Chief’s office, questioned further, 
made to sign a written statement’’— 
He continued to specify other details 
in Barbara’s experience at police head- 
quarters and the city hospital and about 
her previous physical condition, and 
ended with the inquiry, ‘‘Would that 


“It might have a very sériots effect,” 
was Dr. Schwab’s reply. ‘‘Personally,’’ 
the alienist went on, “I found her free 
from abnormal suggestive influences.” 
Dr. Schwab was asked whether a p 
son might confess to acts not commit- 
ted, and replied that it was possible. 
Then Judge Kinsey asked whether one 
might commit a crime and afterward 
forget it. Dr. Schwab said this might 
occur and that it would be merely a 
case, of amnesia. 

“IT would say,’’ the allenist ventured. 
“that this girl was subject to impzrative 
influences.” 

In his earlier direct testimony Dr. 
Schwab undertook to explain his city 
hospital diagnosis, to the effect thax 
Barbara was legally sane, but not mor- 
ally responsible. It developed that his 
investigation had been made in part by 
hospital internes, and most of his state- 
ments were ruled out. 

Jane Foulkes, former bookkeeper at 
the Berlin Hotel, was a witness.for the 
State. She testified that when she saw 
the fire it was in the hallway and on 
the steps leading from the first floor to 
the second. This is considered impor- 
tant, as the defense has indicated a pur- 
pose to contend that it could not have 
started there. Seh also told of finding 
Barbara Arnold sitting in her room, say- 
ing nothing. 

Berlin Confession Not Read. 
Virginia Rigney, who was in charge of 
the teelphone system at the Berlin, was 
asked whether she called up the Princess 
Hotel for Barbara Arnold, but an an- 
swer to this question was prevented by 
objections. : 
Judge Kinsey said, at that point, that 
he had never intended to let testimony 
be given about the Berlin fire confession, 
but that Attorney Ralph had not seemed 
to object to it, and had asked questions 
about it himself. This remark was some-) 
what puzzling to those who have 
watched the trial, as the first admission 
of such matter was over Ralph's strong 


Objection. 
Reiph stated, in reply to the Judge's 


remark, that he had sought to place 
Barbara on the stand, in the jury’s ab- 
sence, to have her tell how the con- 
fession was obtained, but had not been 
permitted to do 80. 
Judge Kinsey said Dr. Wiltiameon’s 
testimony had sufficed to convince him 
that the girl’s confession was not a 
voluntary one, and he ruled that no part 
of it except what related to the Winder- 
mere fire should be read to the jury. 
Between First ané@ Second. 
Philip Rohan, a guest at the Berlin, 
testified that the fire seemed to him to 
be between the first and second floors. 
He was asked by Ralph if he’saw fire- 
men coming up the back stairs and said 
he did net.

A bill of $1800 for a casket used in the 
vurtal of Aulson S. Bouchard, wealthy 
laundryman, presented as a claim 
+gainst his estate, is being resisted by 
bis widow, Mrs. Jennie A. Bouchard, 
legatee under the will. The 
claim was filed in the Probate Court by 
M. A. Johnson and W. A. Johnson, com- 


posing the firm of Johngon & Son, un- 
dertakers; of Hutchinson, Kan., where 
Bouchard died on a train en route to St. 
Louis, Nov. 22, 1911. 

According to depositions filed Thurs- 
day in support of the claim, Mrs. Bou- 
chard and her brother-in-law, E. J. Bou- 
chard,. both of San Diego, Cal., looked 
at caskets varying in price from $250 to 
$1800 and that on the widow's advice to 
cet the best her brother-in-law selected 
a copper casket, known as the “‘presi- 
dential coffin,’’ worth $1800. 

In another set of depositions, E. J. 
Bouchard says he did not select a casket 
priced at $1800, but chose one of gun- 
inetal he was told would cost $1000. The 
widow deposes that she did not tell E. J. 
Bouchard to select the best, but told 
tim, she said, to use his best judgment. 
When informed he had chosen one at a 
price of $1000 she said she expressed the 
opinion that it was rather high. 

Bouchard’s body was brought to St. 
Louis for burial. He left an «state of 
$130,000, bequeathing about $94,000 to dis- 
tant relatives and the rest to its wife 
He had property in St. Louls and Cali- 
fornia, and administration on 4is estate 
has been taken out in both places. 

A contest has arisen as to tha testa- 
tors legal residence at the time of his 
death. Mrs. Bouchard claims 8st. Loulg 
was his home and his other heirs de- 
clare it was at San Diego. They have 
asked Probate Judge Holtcamp to re- 
voke the administration-on nis estate 
granted to the Commonwealth Trust 
Co. as a St. Louis resident.: 

Mrs. Bouchard renounced the provi- 
sions of the will concerning he- Be- 
cause of this she would be entitled to 
one-half of the property under the Mis 
souril law. 

Should the Missouri! administration be 
sustained the other heirs would lose 
about $30,000 of the amount bequeathed 
to them. Under the California law 4s 
husband may bequeath his propety as 
he may desire, regardless of the widow’s 
dower, when such property was ac- 
quired prior to marriage.

Venneman Surrenders. 

Venneman, after spending most of 
Wednesday at his wife's bedside, at St. 
Luke’s Hospital, in St. Louis, went to 
the home of his brother, Augustus, im 
Kirkwood, and remained there all night. 
At 9 a. m. he went to the office of his 
attorney, R. E. Powell, in Kirkwood. - 

Marshal Fred Dohr of Kirkwood had 
received a telephone message from Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Lashly to crrest Vern- 
neman. After consulting with his at- 
torney, Venneman decided to surrender. 
Powell called up Dohr and told him Ven- 
neman was in his office. a husband 


Venneman was questioned by county 
authorities for more than two hours.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 3%.—The 
Latkan allies today gave notice of the 
termination of the armistice, the period 
of grace of four days to start at 7 

* o'clock this evening. 

The armistice which has been in opera- 
tion since Dec. 3, was signed on that 
day by Bulgaria, Servia and Monte- 
negro on the one side and ‘Turkey on 
the other. Greece was never a party to 
the cessation of hostilities. She has 
continued fighting both on land and 
sea. 

The Montenegrins also have come into 
conflict with the garrison of Scutari 
on several occasions notwithstanding 
the truce. 

The Turkish Government displays a 
Spirit of compromise in its reply to the 
note handed to it by the representatives 
of the European Powers Jan. 17. 

The response was presented today by 
Mahmoud Shefket Pasha, the grand 
vizier, to Margrave Johann von Pal- 
lavicini, dean of the diplomatic corps in 
the Turkish capital. | 

The Porte stipulates for the reten- 

» tion by Turkey of those quarters of the 
fortress of Adrianopl: in which the 
Holy Shrines are situated. It proposes 
to leave in the hands of the Powers 
the disposal of the land on the right 
bank of the Maritza River which runs 
through Adrianople. At the same time 
the Ottoman Government consents to 
the dismantling of the fortifications of 
that city. 

In reference to the Turkish Islands in 
the Aegean Sea, the documents insists 
on the maintenance of Turkish sov- 
ereignity there, owing to the proximity 
of the islands to the Turkish mainland, 
but it intimates the readiness of the 
Ottoman Government to leave the set- 
tlement of the insular regime to the 
Powers.

LONDON, Jan. 30.—‘‘Emphatically, the 
Turkish reply to the note of the Euro-

FERSON CITY, Jan. 30.—A bill to place 
the St. Louis Public Administrator on 
a salary of $4000 a year and changing 
the office from elective to appointive 
was introduced today by Senators Kin- 
ney and Philips of St. Louis. 

Under the terms of the bil! the Ad- 
ministrator is to be appointee by the 


Probate Court and to hold office for 
four years. The measure provides ‘that 
it shall not become effective until] the 
term of the present Public Administrator 
has expired. It is the betief of the legis- 
lators that the State Constitution does 
not permit the change in the compensa- 
tion of a State official during his term 
of office. 

If a measure py Wright: of Greene 
becomes a law, there will be no immedi- 
ate marriage of persons obtaining di- 
vorces. His bill provides for a provi- 
sional decree of divorce to hold one 
year, after which an absolute divorce 
will be granted upon a showing of 
good conduct. The Court is empowered 
to set aside the provisional decree at 
any time within a year. 

The bill also provides that the @aec- 
fendant in default cases may come in

PAY OF POLICEMEN 
KILLED IN SERVICE 


New Manual Provides Names 
Shall Be Kept on Payroll a 

\ Year After Death. 

| 








A fashion plate for the police depart- 
ment is a feature of the new police 
manual, which will be distributed Fri- 
day at the various stations, replacing 
the manual in use since 1902.

Under the question- 
ing of Miss Hassler’s attorneys, she 
told of having seen Miss Hassler and 
Fisher together one afternoon in Aspin- 
wall, Pa. 

She testified that Fisher, when he 
| stopped on the porch where Miss Hass- 
‘ler was, put his arms aground her and 
she put both her arms about his neck. 

When asked to describe Fisher’s man- 
ner toward Miss Hassler, the witness 
| aaid that it was one of deep affection. 
Mrs. Snider related conversation she al- 
leged she had with Fisher «bout Miss 
'Hassler.. In one of them she said that 
| Fisher asserted: ‘If she (Miss Hassler) 
| bakes biscuits as Well as she doa 
‘everything else she will suit me.” 

That she never changed her drinks be- 
cause “Carl” would not sanction it, 
was the statement made by Miss Hass- 
ler under cross-examination. 

Miss Hassler said her drink was “‘gin 
fizz.” She said she went with Fisher 
to the Claypool, Hotel English and 
restaurants, but drank nothing but ‘‘gin 
fizzes.”’

“No, sir. Carl would not allow me,” 
was the answer. 

Mise Hassler tola how “Cari’”’ came to 
her home in the spring of 1909 and 
burned a “bushel of love letters.” 

Dozens of letters written by Fisher to 
Miss Hassler whilé at home and abroad 
ocoupied the attention of attorneys and 
a jury. Each letter was entered as evi- 
dence and read by Attorhey Bailey for 
Miss Hassler. 

Under cross-examination Miss Hassler 
said Fisher told her if she brought suit 
he could “buy up a Judge and any 
pin-headed jury in the county with 
his money.’’ She said when she refused 
to sign the papers binding her to a 
contract in settlement of differences, 
Fisher gaid: ‘‘Well, June, if you don't 
want to sign this paper, you will have 
to sue.”’

What he requires chiefly is power of 
concentration, and increase of will- 
power, so that throygh his nerves he 
may control. almost every function o2 
the body, even those. now considered 
more or less automatic, or unconecious. 


Levy suggests that if a person place 


sible and fix his mind upon ‘what he 
wishes to do with himself, he wil! grad- 
ually train himself to be able to do al- 
most anything. That the conven ration 
may be perfect it is best to be in a 
dark room, to which no noise can come. 
Levy suggests that when we wish ‘+o 
imbue ourselves with an idea we either 
hold it in thought or utter tt in ‘a 
whisper, then a little louder and then 
quite loudly. If, for instance, you wan: 
to go to sleep you first think: ‘I’m 
asleep;” then say very softly four 
times: “Im asleep, I’m asleep, I’m 
asleep, I’m asleep;’’ then a little louder, 
three times: “I’m asleep, I'm asleep, 
I’m asleep.’’

WHISPERS 10 RING 
BY LONG DISTANCE 


Inventor Turner Tells of Marvel- 
ous Feats, in Proving Instru- 
ment’s Worth in Court. 








By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau ef the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—Kelly M. Tur 
ner, inventor of the dictograph and own- 
er of the patent, was a witness before 
Tudge Mulqueen in General Sessions in 
the trial of Mrs. Fanny Dio, a fortune 
teller, who is charged with having at- 
tempted to get money by blackmail from 
Dr. Samuel Tandlich. The principal evi- 
dence against Mrs. Dio was that of @ 
detective who swore that by the ald of 
a dictograph he overheard a conversa- 
tion between a messenger’from Mrs. Dio 
and Dr. Tandlich in the physician's of- 
fice. The testimony of the inventor was 
offered to prove the instrument was suf- 
ficiently effective to enable the detective Ff 
to hear what: was said. 

Turner said that only once before had 
he consented to appear as a witness in 
a trial. He had the utmost confidence 
in his instrument, which he perfected in 
1907, after devoting the best years of his 
life to it. He sold no machines, he said, 
because his conscience forbade him to 
allow the instruments to get into the 
hands of persons not known to him as 
law abiding and trustworthy. 


Opens Field to Steal Secrets, 
“There is no limit to the possibility of 


the uses of the dictograph for criminal 
purposes,’ said Turner. ‘‘Blackmailers 
eould reap a harvest with it, trade and 
business secrets could be stolen, the 
hiding places of valuables revealed, the 
plans of the poliee and peace officers 
overheard.”’ 

The machine in court was a dicto- 
graph made for detective purposes and 
Turner said he leased several hundreds 
of therm. 

“My instructions In my office,” he 
said, ‘“‘are to make it as difficult for a 
man to lease one of these instruments as 
it.is to cash a $10,000 check in a bank 
where he is not known. 

“I have stretched wires from Paris to 
Berlin and from Rome to Naples over 
which conversation, picked up at a dis- 
tance of 20 or 30 feet from the receiver 
has been heard. For the King of En- 
sland, listening at the receiver, I spoke 
in a voice as low as was possible with- 
out whispering, standing 90 feet from 
the transmitter and he said he heard 
“very word. 

“In the room regarding which testi- 
mony is given here, 15 feet square, this 
instrument would record every sound, 
even a whisper.” 

Mides Details of Invention. 

Hé described the working of the ma- 
chine in a general way, but refused to 
so into details, saying that to go too 
far with his account of it might lead 
“unscrupulous persons to imitate the ma- 


by criminals. He said that a double 
diaphragm made it possible for the in- 
etrument to catch sound from any quar- 
ter and that its process might properly 
Le compared, regarding sound, to the 
effect of a magnifying glass increasing 
the size of an object. 

Turner said that he had also invented 
an attachment which, by means of a 


particular voice out of a chorus, making 
it possible to overhear one or more con- 
spirators in whispered conversation tn a 
crowded room.
